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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



For the year ending with date of this report the community 
has been freer from the contagious diseases than in several years 
past. 

Scarlet fever is the only one of the serious communicable 
diseases that has appeared to any extent. These cases, although 
they were mostly mild and without complications, have caused 
a great deal of inconvenience to the families quarantined. 

It is expected that in the near future it will be possible to 
prevent this disease by immunizing children that show suscep- 
tibility to it. This can now be done in the case of diphtheria. 
If parents would insist that their children be protected against 
diphtheria now, and later, as we hope they may be, against 
scarlet fever it ought to be possible to practically stamp out these 
two diseases with their dangers and discomforts.
